Caught in the net he had woven, 
‘he floundered desperately to extricate 
himself, but was forced en the stand to 
admit that he had perjured himself be- 
fore the Grand Jury. Blow by blow 
Mr. Hardesty drove home the facts 
which constitute as mean and despic- 
able a crime as was ever committed in 
the county. The defense stubbornly 
resisted the introduction of much of 
the testimony, but very little ot it was 
kept out, while much of the evidence 
the defense introduced at the pre- 
ceding trial,in relation to immaterial 
conversatlons of Justice Savage long 
after the occurrence, with EI Toro“ 
and W. L. Price; was ruled out, Con- 
siderable interest: was manifested in 
the trial, the courtroom being filled 
with spectators.
